RESOLUTION 

F. No. 11012/4/85-SR.—Government of India, vide 
its Resolution No. 11012/4/85-SR dated the 2nd April, 
1986, appointed a Commission in terms of para 7.2 
of the Memorandum of Settlement dated the 24th 
July, 1985 (Punjab Accord) consisting of Hon’ble 
Shri Justice E.S. Venkataramiah, Judge of the Supreme 
Couit of India. 

2. The Commission submitted its report to the 
Government of India on 10th June, 1986. The Com¬ 
mission in giving its recommendations has intcr-ulia 
determined that about an area of 70,000 acres of land 
should be transferred from Punjab to Haryana in lieu 
of Chandigarh. The Commission was, however, 
not in a position to specify the areas which would be 


constituting 70,000 acres as determined in its awaid 
that should be transferred. 

3. Having regard to the award of Shri Justice 
Vonkataramiah and also having regard to tlje Gcvun- 
ment of India’s resolve to transfer Chandigarh to 
Punjab on 21st June, 1986 simultaneously with the 
territories in lieu thereof to Haryana, tho Government 
of India havo decided to refer the question of specifying 
the territories consisting of about 70,000 acres '< be 
transferred from Punjab to Haryana in lieu of 
Chandigarh to Hon’ble Shri Justice D. A. Demi, 
Retired Judge, Supreme Court of India and Chairman, 
Law Commission of India, whose name has been 
recommended by the Hon’ble Chief Justice of India. 
All the relevant materials including the report of Shn 
Justice K.K. Mathew and the report of Shri Justice 
E. S. Venkataramiah are being placed at the dispc vul 
of Hon’ble Shri Justice D.A. DeSai. 

4. Hon’ble Shri Justice D.A. Destii will devise his 
own procedure in that he may call for all n a rds 
relevant to the issue from any authority and alkr 
perusing the came, record his findings specifying Un- 
areas. 

5. The recommendations specifying the are;,', 10 
bo transferred from Punjab to Elaryana will bt sub¬ 
mitted to the Government of India not lakr 11; n Hr 
forenoon of 21st June, 1986.
